Housing authority has drug sniffer

The Elba Housing Authority 
along with Authorities from Enter- 
prise, Troy, Ozark, and Dothan have 
formed a coalition and have pur- 
chased the latest drug detection 
equipment. 

This detection system is known as 
an IONSCAN, 

The Ionscan is capable of detect- 
ing and identifying up to 18 different 
substances simultaneously with the 
results provided to the equipment 
operator within six (6) seconds. 

The equipment can provide a 
computer printout of its findings that 
can be presented in a court of law if 
needed, 

The machine can also be pro- 
grammed to detect explosives. An 
lonscan was used in detecting explo- 
sives that were used in the World 
Trade Center bombing that occurred 
a few months ago. 

Two police officers from each of 
the five localities have been trained 
to operate the equipment. 

Elba Police Officers Michael Pat- 
rick and Kevin Burke were selected 
by Elba Police Chief Jack Parker to 
attend the Ionscan training, 

The equipment will be available 


for use by the police department in 
all public housing areas as well as 
throughout the entire police jurisdic- 
tion, 

Executive Director Pam Bedsole 
of the Elba Housing Authority, stat- 
ed, “We are committed to providing 
the safest environment possible for 
our public housing residents.

Some citizens ignore 
garbage disposal law 


The mandatory solid waste pro- 
gram for Coffee County began Octo- 
ber 4, 1993 with Waste Away col- 
lecting the residential solid waste. 

Since that date, the Health De- 
partment has been working with 
Waste Away and county residents in 
an effort to get every houschold to 
comply with the law, by participat- 
ing in the mandatory program, 

Nevertheless, there is still some 
houscholds that are not participating. 
Therefore, the Health Department 
would like to inform the public that 
the only approved means of disposal 
of household waste are as follows: 

(A) - Subscribe to an approved 
solid waste collection service, 
Waste Away was granted the con- 
tract for residential collection out- 
side of municipalities, Commer- 
cial collection can still be made by 
any permitied solid waste collec- 
tor. 

(B) - Obtain a certificate of excep- 
tion from the Health Department 
to haul your solid waste to an ap- 
proved landfill, weekly. 

(C) - Receive a permit from the 
Alabama Department of Environ- 
mental Protection Agency for a 
Subtitle D landfill are met. 

The three methods of solid waste 

disposal listed above are the only ap- 
roved methods. Any other methods 
ing utilized are in violation of the 
Jaw, and will lead to legal action if 
the unapproved methods are not 
abandoned, 

The fine for this violation can be 
as much as $500.00 per day,

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If the previous year with all its 
contentious debate in the Con- 
gress wasn’t enough to get your 
blood boiling then the coming 
year might just do it. On tap are 
some major issues which will af- 
fect all Americans’ pocketbooks 
and the safety of their daily lives. 

First and foremost, the agenda 
in 1994 will be dominated by 
health care reform. In 1993, we 
witnessed the battle of the tax- 
heavy budget and the North 
American Free Trade Agreement. 
With these mammoth proposals 
now behind us, the President will 
focus on the passage of his plan 
to recreate America’s health care 
system. The battle lines are al- 
ready formed with many of the 
President’s own party members 
opposing his plan, In the House 
of Representatives, for example, 
there are no less than twelve 
health care proposals--five of 
which have risen to the forefront. 

The disagreements over health 
care have more to do with the 
method of attack. Most all law- 
makers agree to broaden access to 
medical coverage for those who 
have little or no access at all to 
health care. The question is just 
how far do we go to recreate 
health care in order to extend ac- 
cess to all. Public opinion is also 
mixed, 

For example, 74% of Ameri- 
cans according to a 1993 Wall 
Street Journal/NBC poll think the 
health care system needs a com- 
plete overhaul. Yet 75% accord- 
ing to another poll are reportedly 
happy with their own health care. 
The arguments in 1994 will focus 
on the financing of universal 
health care, mirroring the public’s 
concern that the Clinton health

plan is too complicated and will 
wind up costing too much. 

Crime is the number one social 
issue in America, even outranking 
health care, and as such, will be a 
big issue before the Congress in 
1994. Even though the House and 
Senate have passed the Brady 
Bill, which mandates a five-day 
waiting period before the pur- 
chase of a handgun, the two sides 
have not approved a final anti- 
crime package. The Senate crime 
bill is much tougher with an ex- 
pansion of the death penalty to 
cover about 50 new crimes. 

Other key debates this year 
should center around the growing 
need for welfare reform and get- 
ting Congress to quit exempting 
itself from the laws it passes on 
others. Many in Congress, myself 
included, believe that our nation’s 
welfare system should encourage 
responsibility and not dependen- 
cy. One idea is a two-year limit 
on welfare assistance if a recipi- 
ent refuses to find a job. 

Congress will also consider 
whether or not to include itself 
under the same laws it imposes 
on others. This means that tie 
House and Senate will once and 
for all have to abide by the same 
mandates it has placed on busi- 
nesses for years. The Congres- 
sional Accountability Act already 
has 242 cosponsors, myself in- 
cluded.

REMEMBERING 


WITH JAKE By Jake Bonneau 


A few people have asked me 
about a structure for many years that 
was on the Courthouse Square. I do 
remember it, but do not know exact- 
ly what to call it, I think “pump shel- 
ter’ would be the most appropriate 
name. 

It was located on the north side of 
the courthouse. About 5 feet from 
Simmons Street was a structur@ that 
had 4 brick supports about 22” each, 
There were two on each side of the 
fairly wide concrete walkway from 
street to courthouse. They supported 
a hip roofed wooden structure about 
10 feet by 12 feet. In the center ol 
this sidewalk was a deep well pump. 
It had a small, shallow concrete ba- 
sin formed around the pump with a 
drain pipe to the street so that wasted 
water would flow out of the way and 
dry up. I say deep well pump be- 
cause the smaller pumps only pulled 
water from 10-20 feet. The larger 
pumps weren't much deeper and you 
had better water, A water dipper 
hung there for everyone to drink 
from, On cach side of this shelter 
just off the sidewalk was a wooden 
bench for people to sit down and talk 
or rest. Everyone in the carly days 
either walked to town or came by 
horses or most often it was by mules 
and wagon, The wagon not only car- 
ried people but what was bought in 
town was also taken home, This 
pump was placed there so long ago 
that it has to be a guess as to when, | 
am sure that it was there in the late 

1800's, Men did most all of the wad 
ing and buying for their family, | 
know two or three widow women 
that did all of that and 1 might add 
they did just as good as the men. 
Mrs. Bama Donaldson, near Curtis, 
and the Widow Mixson, toward New 
Brockton, are two that come to 
mind, The pump shed gave a place 
not only to drink water and rest, bul 
come noon time they could buy sar- 
dines and crackers, a soft drink and 
moon pie or other easy to buy eats, 
None cost more than S¢ or 10¢ cach, 
and go sit there and eal, It was a fa- 
vorite hang out. The flowing well 
was dug on the southwest corner of 
the Square in the early 1930's, Like 
almost all things that once were 
ueasured objects when this shed-and 
pump were no longer needed, it was 
done away with, The flowing well 
had a concrete basin built around it 
about 8 feet in diameter and 18" 
above the surrounding area, Con- 


crete approaches from Davis and 
Court streets led a few feet to drink- 
ing fountains that had pipes bored 
and secured to the large pipe of the 
well, Cool, clear water flowed con- 
stanly, Someone was cither walking 
or Cars stopping there at nearly any- 
lime, day and night. Boys on the 
way home from a date found it a 
good place to meet. There was, lor 
longer than anyone could remember, 
three massive oak wees on the Court- 
house Square. One on the southeast 
side, one on the northeast and north- 
west, I cannot quite pinpoint when 
the County Commission decided 
they were diseased and were danger- 
ous to the courthouse and people. | 
believe it was carly 1941, They 
stirred up a real controversy, I don’t 
think anyone could remember when 
they were not there. Of course as in 
MOSL cases, the Ones in charge won 
and they took them oul. 

I] hope someone used all that good 
oak in their fireplaces, Pine was al- 
ways used for the wood cooking 
stoves, 

The next big controversy that I re 
call came when WWII was over and 
merchants had goods to sell that had 
not been available, People, at least 
most, had money saved and could al- 
ford to buy, Business was booming. 
This was about 1946, The City ol 
Elba was needing money, (Doesn't 
every government, at any level, al- 
ways need it?) The city fathers noted 
that it was difficult to find a place to 
park around the Square and up Davis 
to Claxton and Simmons to Claxton, 
The way to raise money was parking 
meters, including the Courthouse 
Square. Wouldn't it be great if Elba 
now had problems to park and to do 
business, At any rate, the County 
Commission informed the city that 
the curb on the Square was county 
property and they could not put me- 
ters on their property, The city had a 
bright idea, They poured a conerete 
curb of their own, Only one form 
had to hold the conerete, They used 
the county curb on one side and a 
wooden one that held it on the street 
side. The meters were installed into 
this. It is plain to see where they 
once were, The extra curb is there. 

The County Commission would 
not be outdone by the City of Elba 
so they decided to make parking in- 
side the Courthouse Square. The side 
walks of Elba were paved belore any 


of the streets, In a few places, you 
sull see the logo of “Tuscaloosa 
Concrete Co., Tuscaloosa, Ala.”, 
that they stamped into the wet ce- 
ment, Probably with a cast tron 
marker thay they had made for that 
purpose to advertise their business. 
Everyone today knows how to pour 
conerete, In that day it apparently 
was a special work. 

I imagine that the merchants of 
today wish parking was so difficult 
that it caused problems,

I have been watching college bowl games for years, but recently I'll ad- 
mit that I have probably missed more than I have seen. This year I missed 
the first couple of bowls because I wasn’t in front of a TV, but Friday 
night I watched all the Alabama win over North Carolina and then Sat- 
urday watched most of the Hall of Fame Bowl, Fiesta Bowl, Cotton Bowl 
and Orange Bowl. I wasn’t glued to my seat and didn’t get real excited 
about any of the games; however, on an average it seemed like this year’s 
games were better than average. 

Here are a few thoughts about the bowl season... 

***I don’t usually predict college football games, but one day last week 
I sat down and wrote down my picks for 17 bow! games. I hit on 15 of the 
17 picks, missing only the Fiesta Bow! and Citrus Bowl, and the reason 
was that the rules about having to win six games against Division 1 op- 
ponents have made many of the bowls almost certain blowouts. The SEC 
had teams like Georgia, LSU and Ole Miss sitting at home, while such 
powers as Wyoming, Utah, Brigham Young, Indiana, Michigan State, 
lowa and Virginia all went bowling because of either weak conferences or 
Just plain weak schedules. Maybe teams with losing records don’t deserve 
a bowl trip, but neither do teams that play weak schedules, or schedules 
against teams that are Division 1 in name only. 

****When Alabama ripped apart Miami in last year’s Sugar Bowl it 
marked the end of the mystique that had surrounded the Hurricanes during 
their amazing streak of success. This year the ‘Canes did win more than 
share of games, but Saturday Arizona totally embarrassed Miami in a 
game in which the 29-point spread wasn’t even as close as the lopsided 
score might indicate, Arizona got conservative many times after getting 
down close and had a turnover that killed another scoring drive. If the 
Wildcats had been better offensively, it might have won fifty or SIxly to 
nothing. The Cane has been cut in college football, 

***Alabama resembled a pretty good football team in the second half in 
its Win over North Carolina and gave Tide fans something to look forward 
to by playing nine truc-freshmen in the game, The Tide's offense was 
good enough to put enough points on the scoreboard to win the game, but 
was as boring as ever, while the defense took command at the line of 
scrimmage and took away the run, which was the Tarheels’ suength. It 
was a win the Crimson Tide, and its fans, needed badly and one that 
should carry’em over until next season,

rhe top-ranked Brantley Bulldogs 
cruised to three easy wins last weck 
to successfully defend their cham 
pionship of the SouthEast Alabama 
Conference Basketball Tournament.

The bills were tabled until 6:30 
p.m, Tuesday after Councilman John 
W. Sharpless questioned some bills 
without purchase orders. Mayor 
Ricky Haywood called the special 
meeting and postponed paying all 
bills until the office staff could fur- 
nish a clarification on those ac- 
counts, 

A lengthy discussion over the po- 
sition of Recreation Director fol- 
lowed a report from Operations Of- 
ficer Henry Clark that time was crit- 
ical on getting underway with the 
baseball and softball programs for 
some 900 arca citizens.

There was some discussion about 
progress being made by City At- 
torney Mark Vaughan on working 
out a settlement of the Ricky Mularz 
lawsuit and returning him to his for- 
mer position as Recreation Director. 


Other actions taken by the council 
were as follows: 
***Tabled the adoption of General 
Rules Of Conduct for the police de- 
partment until a later date. 
*** Adopted changes and _ stipula- 
tions made in the Municipal Work- 
man’s Compensation Fund by the 
provider, 
*** Approved the change in reserva- 
tion of the town park by the Beautifi- 
cation Committee from July 3 to 
July 2. 
*** Approved the hiring of David 
Kurpa as a full-time police officer. 
He was hired temporarily in October 
of 1993. 
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Vaughan said the city has offered 
as a partial settlement: return to 
work with back pay, reinstate sick 
and vacation pay, retirement pay and 
at the same salary he had before, 
This would also include Mularz and 
his allomey retaining the right to 
pursue the other parts of the lawsuit 
against the city. 

After several suggestions and 
more questions, the council asked 
Vaughan to contact Mularz’s at- 
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torney and get in writing, cither an 
agreement for Mularz to return to 
work or a written statement on why 
they were not accepting the offer. 

The council tabled the matter and 
was to discuss the matter again in 
the Tuesday night special meeting. 
Mayor Haywood opposed tabling the 
issue, 

Commercial garbage rates are be- 
ing charged unequally, according to 
Statement by Haywood.

$38,000 and $40,000. 

The commissioners voted to table 
the matter at the last mecting to al- 
low time for them to study the bud- 
get and see where the county stands 
financially.
